VIEW FROM THE TOP

I come from ham radio in the early ’50s when we gave 
allegiance to God, country and the FCC. The memories are still 
haunting: the pink slip sending shudders up your spine; the knock 
on your door to seize the log required to show every single call. 
Predating sideband, it was a time when the cacophony of AM 
heterodynes rattled your head, you could burn your hand on the 


chassis of the Class C amplifier, and color purple stabbed at you 


from mercury vapor rectifiers. 
Hard to believe that this period represents half of our history, 


. with ham radio starting before regulation followed by the 


deregulation of the ’80s. 

The winds of debate gave grown furious on the air, also in print, 
filling significant space in Florida Skip, even spurring some 
oblique reference in ham radio’s leading magazine (not noted for 
tackling the tough issues). 

Is the FCC disinterested in ham radio? Is phone patching legal? 
When is third-party traffic to countries without treaties permitted? 
What are the limits of free speech on the spectrum? What should or 
shouldn’t we, as hams, be doing? Is Part 97 self-defining? Are one- 
way transmissions legal? And by exacting forfeitures while 
denying hams trial-like hearings, is the FCC violating the Fifth 
Amendment, due process clause to the U.S. Constitution? 

History will likely record the ’50s as a zenith of American 
culture. Our manufacturers supplied the world. Our economy was 
strong. Our ethics were comparatively sound; and hams, com- 
paratively disciplined. Signs of decay appeared gradually: 
Breakdown of family and educational standards, drugs, crime and 
governments awash in red ink. 

Can we, fellow hams, expect to be insulated from monumental 
metamorphosis? 

To get answers, Florida Skip went straight to the top, asking for 
access to FCC policy shapers in Washington, D.C. With our request 
we FAXed a wide array of questions, everything under the sun we 
could imagine asking. Surprisingly, the request was granted; the 
interview set for October 18th. So we flew to Washington. 

The first thing they tell you is that they are very much in control. 
They are a staff of four working out of an unimposing office 
building at 2025 ‘‘M’’ Street. They do most of the work regulating 
ham radio. 

That’s right, only four people in the FCC concentrate most of 
their energies on regulating our service of some half-million hams. 
This staff connects with the Field Operations Bureaus across the 
country, monitors of the spectrum and the licensing division of 
some 150 people in Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, only a small portion 
of which is devoted to ham radio. 

The staff of four responsible for us is directed by a hierarchy, 
starting at the top, of five commissioners with a 103-million dollar 
budget, and down the organization, three officials directly over 
ham radio. In order of importance, they are: Ralph A. Haller, 
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SILENT

SET not included in NFPN monthly report below: 

31 sessions — stations 2,373, average 76.55 — traffic 445, average 14.36 — time 1,551 
minutes, average 50.03 minutes. 
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N4RH, chief of the Private Radio Bureau; Robert H. McNamara, 
chief of Special Services Division, Private Radio Bureau and most 
proximate; John B. Johnston, W3BE, chief of the Personal Radio 
Branch, specializing in the amateur radio service. 

This hierarchy commands the staff of four regulating our ser- 
vice, which consists of two attorneys, a non-attorney and a part- 
time employee who also serves as a union president. 

In the fifth floor office of Private Radio Bureau Chief Robert H. 
McNamara, who was joined by Personal Radio Branch Counsel 
Tom D. Fitz-Gibbon, we conducted what we believe is the most 
authoritative, in-depth interview to date about the state of ham 
radio. 

The following are highlights: 


OUR PRESENT AND FUTURE 
McNamara: 

“T don’t think (ham radio) is declining at all. Figures show that 
there’s a small growth each year and I think we’re at a watershed 
period right now. 

“Technology is important to the country and I think more youth 
are becoming interested in technology and ham radio will continue 
to grow.” 

HISTORY 
McNamara: 

“The hams actually were people who were interested in elec- 
tronics before there was a FCC or a Federal Radio Commission. 
The Federal Government first got into the act with the 1910 Ship’s 
Wireless Act and there were hobbyists, if you will or experimenters 
before we were here. Initially, when the spectrum was first carved 
up for us, the hams were given some of the frequencies that weren’t 
considered particularly desirable in the early days of broadcasting 
and maritime communications. They sure made something out of 
it. It’s grown tremendously.” 

FIRST AMENDMENT 
McNamara: 

“Certainly the First Amendment is the law of the land. The 
whole communications structure is set up that certain bands are 
provided for certain purposes. I don’t see a conflict with the First 
Amendment with that type of spectrum management. The Com- 
munications Act specifically authorizes — requires — the com- 
mission to use that sort of structure. So to say you can broadcast — 
I’m using the term technically — on the amateur bands (because of 
the First Amendment) is inaccurate.” 

POLITICS 
McNamara: 

“It’s hard to see where political opinion, if you will, furthers 
those purposes (97.1).”’ 

PART 97 
McNamara: 

“There’s five points (to the purposes of ham radio). We recently 
had a rewrite of Part 97 and we asked the community if that still is 
the purpose of the amateul service, and overwhelmingly people 

- supported it. There wasn’t a word changed there. I don’t think 
(Part 97) can be treated in a vacuum. It’s a complex society. The 
rest of the rules in that part come from the basis and purpose.’’ 

F.C.C. AS SPECTRUM MANAGER 
McNamara: 

“The way the spectrum is divided up, certain bands are 
provided for certain purposes. What happens is we get many 
requests: ‘Why shouldn’t we use the amateur bands for law en- 
forcement?’ Okay, if it’s able to be used for law enforcement, 
pretty soon it will be used for law enforcement, broadcasting, fire 
departments, forestry and/or weathel warnings. If those are all 
granted, pretty soon you won’t have any amateur bands for 
amateur purposes. Emergencies are always the exception.” 

PHONE PATCHING 
McNamara: 

“The amateurs enjoy a special position, I think, in the com- 
munications area. I think the phone patch is one of those types of 
things the amateur community had a need to use for amateur 
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Phil White, W4TJQ of Gainesville says his cat‘likes CW 
best.” Look for N4CAT on 40 CW mostly on between

communications. ” Like anything else, what happens is there’s a 
gray area that starts developing or people just out and out abuse it 
(as in using it for) business communications.”’ 
MISSIONARIES 
McNamara: 

‘“‘We would say if they’re supporting missionary activiteas that 
would be a business operation much like using ham radio to run 
your taxi service, if you will. So they’re not exempt just because 
they’re missionaries.’’’ 

INFORMATION BULLETINS 
Fitz-Gibbon: 

“Anything that is reasonably related to ham radio is ham radio 
related. There may be a borderline. And, if it’s called broadcasting, 
that’s going to be a factor. Obviously, if it’s a pure information 
bulletin, characterizing it as a broadcast is not going to make it a 
broadcast. The other way around, if it’s a broadcast, you’re not 
going to turn it into an information bulletin by characterizing it as 
one.” #° 

. FIFTH AMENDMENT 
INFIRMITY TO FORFEITURES? 
Fitz-Gibbon: 

“The Communications Act does create the possibility of a trial- 
like hearing in a forefeiture case, but the commission has not 
authorized them for this type of forfeiture.’’ 

Highlights of ‘our interview with the FCC in Washington, D.C., on 
October 18th. Coincidentally that night, the winds of debate 
coalesced as a real weather tornado ripped through the Capital.

But getting back to the balloon fiesta, this is an eight-day annual 
October affair in Albuquerque, New Mexico, and is attended by 
over 500 balloonists and over 150,000 people. It is the most 
photographed event in the world! 

They have contests during the fiesta in which the balloonists try 
to hit a target with a bean bag thrown from the balloon while in 
flight. Another is to grab the keys to a car from on top of a 50-foot 
pole, and two balloonists succeeded in winning new cars. 

Another event is a night-glow when all 500 balloons are inflated 
and tethered while lighting the balloons with their propane flames. 


Also, there is a special day when only the unusual shapes fly and ' 


this includes balloons shaped like a polar bear, Santa Claus, 
dinosaur, apple, hamburger, sneaker, Smurff, a bottle of Early 
Times, champagne in a bucket and many, many more. 

Finally, on Sunday, October 14th, they finish up with a mass 
ascension with all 500-plus balloons taking part. Only 26 of the 
balloonists are qualified to take passengers and I signed up for one 
during this ascension. 

I got there at 6:30 a.m while it was still dark and was assigned to 
a balloon piloted by Dick Goss from Austin, Texas. Due to the very 
large number of balloons, they take off in three waves. We were in 

_ the first wave to go up at 7:30, just as the sun was coming up over 
the mountain. Firing the propane heater we lifted up, standing in a 
small basket that five of us were crowded into. The basket is only 
about waist high, so it’s a strange feeling floating high in the sky in 
this oversized picnic basket. 

The weather was perfect, cool and clear, and very little wind. In 
fact, they won’t fly if the wind is blowing over 10 miles per hour. As 
we floated over the Rio Grande River, our pilot, Dick, decided to do 
a ‘“‘splash and dash”’ which is to drop down and actually float the 
basket on the water. This we did and then it was up, up and away, 
barely skimming over the tree tops and again floating slowly over 
the countryside. 

Meanwhile, following us on the ground was our chase crew in 
two trucks, zig-zaging through the back roads while being directed 
by our pilot via walkie-talkie. After about an hour, our pilot decided 
to descend and directed the chase crew to the field where he 
planned to come down. He came down exactly where he planned 
with the chase crew waiting to grab the basket and hold it down 
while we climbed out. 

After the ride was over, I was honored with a ceremony for first- 
time flyers that included a champagne toast. I was awarded a pin 
and certificate that certifies me as a “‘balloonatic!”’
